in tho joint legislatures of twenty-six. 


Vermont, Rhode Island and Utah have 


rofusod to ratify the amendment thl? 
y^ar. while New Hampshire has taken 
favorable action, in only one branch of 
tho legislature. Among the sixteen which 
havo not acted, the question is pending in 
Louisiana, 
New 
York, Massachusetts, 


Maine, Connecticut, Pennsylvania and 
New Jersey. 


The matter is scheduled to come "before 


tho Florlcla 
legislature 
noxt 
month. 


West Virginia has "postponed" action, 
and Arkansas, Tennesee, "Wyoming. Min- 
nesota and Delaware havo not considered 
the matter. 


THREE-FOURTHS NEEDED. 


The constitution provides that proposed 


amendments, to become valid, must be 
ratified by three-fourths of the 'states. 
This necessitates favorable action by "5 
of the 46 stafes. 
There is no limit to 


tho time of such ratification, and nega- 
tive action by a legislature Is not con- 
clusive, a state having the right to 
•reverse its Judgment. 


At tho close of 1910 the amendment had 


"been ratified by Alabama, Georgia, Illi- 
nois, Maryland, Mississippi, 
Oklahoma 


<m<5 South Carolina, while last year the

With the Legislators 


Measures Giving Three Cities 


Waterfront Rights Sure 


of Passage. 


(By EDWARD A. O'BRIEN.) 


SACRAMENTO, 
March 
20.—The bill* 


for the cession by the state, to tho cities 
of Oakland, Log Angeles and San Diego, 
of the tido lands In their respective har- 
bors, will como up for passage In the sen- 
ate toward the end of tho week, and will 
pass because they are approved by the 
Governor. 
All of them were amended in 


the upper house last Saturday night, the 
amendments being approved by an almost 
unanimous vote. The objectors were Sen- 
ator Holohan and Senator Caminettl. The 
latter did not object to the bills in them- 
selves, but rather because of the fact 
that some confusion had been created by 
tho handling of the measures by various 
Individuals and committees In the effort 
to have them show that tho rights of fhe 
state in the premises were protected. 


Two of the- bills affect Oakland har- 


bor, 
one, the salt marsh and tldelanda In 


East Oakland, which was Introduced by 
Senator Stetson, and tho other affecting 
the tide and 
submerged lands on the 


western water front of the same city, 
which waa fathered by Senator Tyrrell. 


COMPOSITE BILL. 


Tho composite bill by Senator Tyrrell, 


referring to the Oakland western water 
front. Is as follows: 


"Section 1. There is hereby granted to 


the city of Oakland a municipal corpor- 
ation of the State of California, and to 
its successors, all tho right, title and in- 
terest of the Stato of California held by 
said estate by virtue of its soverolgnlty, 
in and to all tide lands and submerged 
amis, whether filled or unfilled, which are 
Included within that portion of the city 
oC Oakland that lies westerly of 
the 


western line of Pine street, as pine street 
exists between Atlantic street and Goss 
street, and as shown upon that certain 
map entitled llap of land on Oakland 
point (railroad ferry- 
landing-), city of 


Oakland, tract 406,' filed May 24, 18G4, in 
book of maps 5, page 33, records of Ala- 
meda county, and said

Pino street produced northerly and south- 
erly, excepting, however, from said tide 
lands and submerged lands, such of said 
:ands as lie northerly of the 
northern 


boundary line of the city of Oakland, and 
tha western extension thereof, as said 
northern boundary lino was established 
by an act of the legislature of the State 
of California, entitled 'An act to amend 
an act entitled 'An act to incorporate the 
city of Oakland.' passed 
March 25.

to bo forever held by said city and by its 
successors in trust for tha uses and pur-

That said lands shall be used by

Blips, Quays and 
other utilities, structures and appliances

Senate Passes Kurd's Bill by 


Vote of 27 


toO. 


SACRAMENTO, March 20.—-The Senate 


today passed Senator Kurd's bill repeal- 
Ing the act creating a board of pilots at 
the port of Wilmington and the bay of 
San Pedro. The vote was 27 to 0. Sen- 
ator Hare's bill making train robbery a 
capital 
offense was defeated, and the 


Senators then took up the "short ballot" 
bills making: a number of elective state 
officers appointive. 
None of the meas- 
ures affect Incumbents. 


Senator 
Stetson 
announced 
that ho 


would Insist upon tho five-minute limit 
for speeches, and Senator Wolfe, who de- 
livered the opening speech against mak- 
ing the state printer appointive by the 
Governor, 
confined 
his 
remarks to a 


space of ten seconds. An amendment by 
Senator Sanford making the printer se- 
lective by the California Press Associa- 
tion was refused1 consideration. 
Argu- 


ments for the bill were that it wonld In- 
crease tho efficiency of the office by fix- 
Ing- responsibility and would shorten tho 
ballot. 


Opponents said that the printers did 


not want It and that 
as to fixing re- 


sponsibility for the appointment It is a 
rare occurrence for any Governor to o.d- 
mit the Inefficiency of his own appointees. 
The bill was passed by a vote of 21 to 11. 


The senate adopted the constitutional 


amendment making the clerk of the Su- 
preme Court 
appointive by the 
court. 


The vote was 28 
to 
1. Twenty-seven 


votes were necessary for passage. 


LARKTNS LAUGHS LAST. 


When the amendment 
for 
appoint- 


ment by the governor of a 
secretary of 


state, state treasurer, surveyor general 
and attorney-general was taken up, Sena- 
tor Larklns offered an amendment elim- 
inating the attorney-general. 
He was 


greeted with a laugh and the assurance 
that this had been done long- ago. 
He 


insisted on his point, and it was de- 
veloped that tho committee report ex- 
cepting the attorney-general never was 
adopted, and apparently had been lost. 
Somewhat sobered by this state of af- 
fairs, tho senate made haste to adopt 
the L/arkins amendment. 


This measure and tha one providing 


for the appointment of a superintendent 
of public Instruction by the 
governor 


were then made special order for Wed- 
nesday morning. Superintendent of Pub- 
lic Instruction Hyatt occupied a sea-t on 
tha senate d'as In the course of the 
session, but, followed a suggestion from 
Senator Wright, who was presiding, he 
left when the bill affecting1 his office was 
take_n_iip.

Shall it have a man on the 
commission resident in the district 
thoroughly conversant -with its 


needs and personally acquainted with the de- 
sires of its inhabitants, or shall it he governed 
as an outlying dependency"? * 


To these questions the citizens of the an- 


nexed district will have to return an answer 
when they go to the polls cm election day. They 
must say wtetiier or not they want representa- 
tion* they must declare whether they want one 
of their neighbors, whose interests are com- 
mon with theirs, to be their guardian in the 
municipal government or prefer to trust their 
interests and welfare to the tender mercies of 
men who reside in other sections of the city. 


The issue cannot be evaded. It is squarely 


up to the voters of the annexed district, and 
they must decide f or-tbemselves whether or not 
they desire representation or prefer to be rep-, 
resented by a machine candidate selected for 
them from another section erf'the -city. While 
their interest in this qriestiqn is direct, per- 
sonal and vital, it has an important bearing 
on the future administration of the municipal- 
ity, if the political and geographical eqtiilib- 
rium of the city is to be preserved. 


At the time Fruitvale, Melrose, Fitchburg 


and Elmhurst were consolidated with Oakland 
the inhabitants of those towns demanded an 
assurance that they would be given represen- 
tation in the city government. That assurance 
was 'given them, and it now rests largely with 
them whether the -pledge shall be redeemed. 
Their needs are no less today than when the 
annexation election took place. Indeed, they 
are greater, for some of the promises given 
for immediate fulfillment are in the nature of 
hopes deferred. 


Lack of. funds and the restrictions of the 


old charter were the excxises urged for the non- 
fulfillment of pledges, but if-the residents of 
the annexed district disarm themselves and 
place their destinies in the hands of outsiders 
they are likely to have their hopes still further 
deferred and be given a fresh set of excuses in- 
stead of a redemption of the pledges given 
them. 
' 
' 


If the people of the annexed district really 


want representation in the city - commission 
there is just one way to get-1 it. 
They muct 


unite on a candidate from their district, vote 
solidly for him and impress upon the other sec- 
tions of the city that they are in earnest. 


If they do this they are -certain to be given 


a commissioner, for a large majority of the 
voters resident in other sections of the city 
recognize the justice of the demand of the an- 
nexed district for representation and are will- 
ing that they should have it, provided they will 
signify their wishes and help themselves. 


The annexed district. presents just one 


available and trustworthy candidate for com- 
missioner. That candidate is P. 0. Frederick- 
son, who has resided in the district.for more 
than thirty years and has large property in- 
terests there. Mr. Ffcderiekson's personal in- 
'terests are bound up with the interests,of his 
neighbors. He is familiar with the conditions 
existing there and will exert himself, to have 
the wants'' of the district .supplied. He is a 
man of force and energy and will be an effect- 
ive champion of the district's rights. 


But he will not be the agent of a patronage 


bureau located in Oakland and hence is op- 
posed by men who are trying to cheat the 
voters of the annexed district with delusive 
promises, the object being to divide the voters 
of that section and impose upon them a rep- 
resentative from the outside. 


That is the situation. The scheme cannot 


succeed if the voters of the annexed district 


keep their eyes open and show a spirit of de- 
termination. 


Unless they are vigilant and determined 


they will he disfranchised and their interests 
placed in charge of the agent of a patronage 
broker, who is building up a political machine 
with the patronage of the municipality. For 
what they want they will have to ask a political 
boss, and no person who seeks employment 
under the city government can get a job unless 
he has the indorsement of the boss. They will - 


' be governed from West Oakland in the interest 


of a political machine.. 


Mr. Frederickson. is a candidate for corn- 


missionership Xo. 4. The voters of the an- 
nexed district cannot support some other can- 
didate for that office without surrendering 
their right to representation and practically 
disfranchising themselves, so far as the city 
government is concerned. They cannot take 
up another man for that office and expect to 
be represented. 
Two men cannot be elected 


Commissioner No. 4. It rests with the citizens 
of the annexed district to decide whether they 
will elect their own man or elect the man se- 
lected for them by a West Oakland, boss— 
whether they will elect a representative forthe 
district or the representative of a political 
machine. 


Another Scheme of Political Brigandage. I 
PEACE! 


The Wolfe bill has been defeated, but the danger of county 


dismemberment and spoliation is not yet averted. Senator Hewitt 
of Los Angeles has introduced a Constitutional amendrnent (No. 
42), which is even worse than the amended Wolfe bill. This bill 
provides as follows: 


"Any two or more cities, or a city and county with other cities, 


or any city or cities and part of a county, unincorporated or other- 
wise, may consolidate and form one consolidated city WITH ONE 
SET OF OFFICERS AND- WITH THE COMBINED Powers of 
a city and county government, .WHETHER SUCH CITIES AN<D 
TERRITORY are SITUATED IN THE SAME OR DIFFER- 
ENT COUNTIES, PROVIDED THAT THE LARGEST MU- 
NICIPALITY THUS CONSOLIDATED shall contain a. popula- 
tion of at least THREE HUNDRED THOUSAND INHABIT- 
-ANTS AS ESTABLISHED BY THE LAST PRECEDING 
UNITED STATES CENSUS." 


This bill gives Los Angeles the power to grab Pasadena, Long 


Beach and other contiguous towns and territory and empowers San 
Francisco to dismember all the counties around' the bay. Those 
cities can alone take the initiative in consolidation, and their officers 
will govern when annexation takes place, for the bill says: 


"Upon such consolidation the city officers of SAID LARiGEST 


CITY SHALL HAVE AND EXERCISE ALL OF THE POW- 
ERS AND BE SUBJECT TO ALL OF THE RESPECTIVE 
DUTIES of the like COUNTY OFFICERS IN SAID TERRI- 
TORY, and the legislative body of said consolidated city shall cre- 
ate such additional offices and appoint such additional officers as 
it may deem necessary to carry on such consolidated city and county 
government." 


This knocks the borough system sky 'high and' provides for 


government of annexed territory by a bureaucracy created and ap-j 
pointed in San Francisco and 'Los Angeles. 
In another particular 


the Hewitt bill is equally significant and dangerous. It provides 
that "Such consolidated government shall, upon such consolida- 
tion becoming effective, assume the indebtedness of all of the mu- 
nicipalities and territory comprising it." Thus after forcibly an- 
nexing the towns contiguous, San Francisco will deprive them of 
all voice in the administration of their affairs and endow them with 
her debts. 


It is a lengthy bill that Senator Hewitt has offered, but a care- 


ful reading of it shows it to be a. cunning scheme of spoliation on 
which Los Angeles can unite with San Francisco. It is devised for 
the special purpose of-destroying the right of local self-government 
and dismembering counties without asking their permission. 


No city containing less than three hundred thousand inhabit- 


ants can participate in the territorial conquest it empowers, which 
limits the operation of the scheme to San Francisco and Los An- 
geles. 
Oakland, Sacramento, San Jose, Stockton and San Diego 


ire excluded from availing themselves of its provisions. 


The disappearance of the Alam-eda marsh is one of the signs

:his side of the bay. A waste of mud and water has been prac- 
tically reclaimed and made fit for utilitarian purposes.

reached the University of California a 
year ago, it seemed to possess no likeli- 
hood of truth. 
"It v/as Unown at cnco who the In- 
diana must bo If they existed at all, for 
tho no-called Kombo or Mill Creek tribe 
of this rogrlon had. Ion* been regarded 
as one of the smallest and at tho same 
time most unique tribe In California. But 
as this band was laat seen In 187D, the 
po«siDiUty of their having been' able to 
keep themselves entirely hidden for forty 
years was so remote as to preclude be- 
lief of their reported existence. 


WILD COUNTRY. 


"As the country which they inhabit 
Is absolutely useless oven to rattle, it 
Is practically never entered. 
The few 
ranchers that crosa the country prewar 
to

through it. 
If anyone does enter their 
territory, the Indians, who are always 
on the alert, seo or hear him long" be- 
fore he Is aware of their presence and 
Blip under cover.

TPhe Yana were- always a strange people 
with many remarkable peculiarities. They 
were far moro warlike man the other 
California tribes, and were feared by all 
their neighbors. 
The mode of life of the band Is 'still 
Ftrictly aboriginal. 
They spear salmon 
in Deer creak.- when the stream Is high, 
pather acorns, soa-proot and wild seeds 
ind live In brush shelters. Their cloth- 
Ing Is of deer and, -wildcat skins. 
"A number of fragments of guns have 
been found In their possession. As they 
can obtain no ammunition firearms are 
of llttla value to them and they appear 
Lo break them up to make use of the 
parts as tools for, other purposes. 
""When pressed by hunger they have 
for a number of years past raided un- 
occupied cabins 
and killed sheep and 
:attle. 
These thefta were at first laid 
:o white people, but when Indian arrow 
faints were found tn wounded stock It 
»me cler that tho depredations were 
work, of Indians.

serious ills like color blindness. In fact, 
eight men are in that dull gray dilemma 
for every woman who cannot tell the dif- 
ference between, the glory of an Easter 
bonnet and one of last year's most somber 
styles—to wit/ color blind." 


Professor "Wilson handed this little con- 


undrum to his audience: 


SEX LIMITED. 


"Color blindness is a sex limited af- 


fliction. 
Eight times as many men are 


color blind as women. A .man may inherit 
color blindness from one of his parents, 
but it takes two to transmit It to a 
daughter. 


'If a color-blind man marries & woman 


not color blind—one who will 
probably 


demand a new Easter 
hat—all 
their 


grandsons "wil' be color "blind, but their 
granddaughters will b© able to tell green 
from yellow, or are not color blind; the 
daughters •wil lescape color blindness, but 
their sons will se no difference between, 
the colors of a crow and a parrot. The 
daughters of these sons will have a com- 
plete color sense." 


NOT LIKE MULE. 


Professor "Wilson said he did not really 


mean that man is the same kind of a. hy- 
brid as a mule. He said he meant by 
the term hybrid in this connection to 
say that while the' number of chromo- 
somes which determine a woman's sex are 
always equal in number for a 
woman, 


that men come into the world only when 
fate slips .'an extra chromosome in^their 
making. In other words, man Is the prod- 
uct of an odd number of chromosomes. 


A chromosome is a tiny ceil containing 


a nucleus about one twenty-five thou- 
sandth of an inch, in diameter, but one 
more or one less of them 
would have 


changed every living woman into a man, 
a man into a woman. 


"With all the marvels uncovered by the 


biologists of the world's universities with 
their ability to create really new and liv- 
ing species -in the lower orders, Professor 
Wilson, admitted that no progress had 
been made in determining human sex.
